In freedom from gs us crime Canada enjoys a good name and reputation 
which is in striking ec st to that of its great neighbor, the United States 
It is a name and reputation which Canadians should jealously guard and care 
ful retrain from policies and actions which would in the slightest degre 
lower the standard so long tained in this Dominion. A word of 
is in order becau ign re not lacking of a tendency to grow some lay 
in the matter of law enforcement. 

In the United States crime has become a national menace, and in many 
respects the law has broken down. So seriou ins the situation become that 
responsible officials and nation-wide organizations, including the legal profes 
sior ire alarmed, and are looking about for some effective means of check 
i t! reign of lawlessne and violent criminal acts now recognized as a 

tional disgrace as well as danger, and which places the United States 


unenviable cla by itself am@ng the nations of the worid. The risin 
ot crime is now admitted to be one of the United States’ greatest proble Is. 
A study of some of the causes of the condition now existing in the United 
may be of value to Canadians in safeguarding themselves and their 
cour from the development of a similar state of affairs here But first 
let us consider a few figures, 

In 1922, 9,500 persons were killed in crimes of violence in the United 
State In 1923, the number was 10,000, and in 1924 it had risen to 11,000
